COMMERCIAL CHRISTMAS 
TREE TRANSPORTATION 
UNDER STATE REGULATION 

All transporters of Maine 
Christmas trees, boughs or tips 
for commercial purposes must 
register with the Maine Forest 
Service prior to moving~these 
items over any public way in 
Maine, reports Forest Com- 
missioner Austin H, Wilkins. 

A certificate of Registration 
for transporting these products 
can be purchased for $1.00 
from the Maine Forest Service, 
Augusta, or for $1.25 from any 
town or city clerk in the state, 

The two major points in the 
Law are: 

(1) When etitting trees, 
boughs or tips on Jand of an- 
other, a written permil from 
the Jandowner ar his authoriz- 
ed agent must be in the poases- 
sion of the cutting crew. 

(2) In transporting Christ- 
mas trees, boughs or tips over 
a public way, a Christmas free 
Certificate of Registration and 
a bill of sale, current landown- 
er permit or other written 
statement of legal ownership 
of the trees, boughs or tipa 
must be in the vehicle or on 
the person of the driver, 

Mr. Wilkins urges all buy- 
ers, sellers and transporters of 
Christmas products to become 
acquainted with the law, All 
atate, county and municipal Jaw 
enforcement agéneies are au- 
thorized to make inspectlons. 
investigations and arrests, —

Diabetes Detection Week: 

Jn some people the, body can- 
not make full use of some of 
the foods we eat, mainly the 
carbohydrates, ot sugars and 
starches, because the pancreas, 
a farge gland lying behind the 
stomach, does not make avail- 
able enough insulin to turn 
these foods into energy or to 
store them for future use, When 
this happens you generally 
have diabetes. 

‘The sugars increase the 
blood sugar content until they 
pass through the kidneys and 
into the urine, 

It is estimated that there 
are 1,600,000 known diabetics 
in the United States, plus per- 
haps as many more who have 
diabetes and don’t know what’s 
wrong, 

The most usual symptoms 
are~increase in thirst — con- 
stant hunger~<frequent urina- 
tion~-loas of weight-—casy tir- 
ing——vthanges in vision—slow 
healing of cuts and scratches. 
Most likely prospects for dia- 
etes are those overweight, ov- 
er 40 yeurs, rolatives of known 
diabetics and older women. 


& Diabetes cannot be cured but
